caves, In no case may they lie down 
to rest with other men. They may pot 
enter a temple or a court of justice 
and on all occasions dre compelled to 
“stand afar off.” So low down in the 
scale of bumahity are they placed that 
they may not even speak with stran- 
gers except through the intermediary 
of a man of the lowest caste above 
their own. Of late years:their status 
has been improved, and they are less 
servile in consequence, but even now 
they fall on their knees with uplifted 
hands to address people of the lowest 
recognized caste, and upon the ap- 
proach of a traveler they shout to 
warn him to stop until they can get off 
the road and he can pass without tisk 
of defilement from the proximity of 
their persons. It is curious and yet so 
characteristic of society in all coun.

gnaw a bone that they may throw at 
them.—Dundee Advertiser.

Ten of the writers, therefore, re 
turned a statement which understated 
their fees by several hundred pounds, 
The other two furnished an honest 
statement. In a few days ten clerks 
were surpriséd snd disgusted and two 
clerks were astonished, but pleased. 
The treasury notified the cocket writ- 
ers that their offices would be abol- 
ished and that they would be compen- 
sated by pensions rated according to 
the. returns they had themselves fur- 
nished.

Fifty years may pass before the tree 
is considered salable. During this pe- 
riod the plant is trained and its nat- 
ural tendencies subjugated to the will 
of the rearer. The gardener prunes 
and trims and rears and directs with 
what Oarlyle called genius—‘an infi- 
nite capacity for taking pains.’ A way- 
ward twig may be bound up for two 
or three years to insure its' correct 
growth.. Periodically the tree is re- 
potted. Each time this happens the 
roots are carefully examined and use- 
less fiber cut away. Everything is 
,done to concentrate the life of the 
tree in the smallest possible space. 
And in time, after years of labor, the 
plant loses its ability to send out long, 
lusty shoots and becomes a delightful 
miniature of its larger brethren,”’—

—say that Its bite was mortal in every 
case, that its breath was snffocatitig’ 
and that no plant would grow if the 
vicinity of its lair.

“I get so sick of it all!” whined a 
woman to me not long ago. 

“It's Monday’s washing and Tuesday's 
froning, Wednesday’s baking, Thurs- 
day's mending, Friday's cleaning silver, 
brasses, windows and the like, and Sat- 
urday’s general getting ready for Sun- 
day! I don’t wonder that so many house- 
keepers land in the insane asylum, I'm 
tempted sometimes to: swallow paris 
green instead of setting it in the cellar 
for the rats!’’
